Washington Liked Andover So 


Much, He Sent His Family Here 


Nephew and Grandnephew Went to the Academy 
President Himself Visited Town Several Times 
and Had Beloved Friends Here 


\ndover has had, from colonial days up 
through the years to the present, many 
distinguished visitors but none have either 
out ed in fame or have been pointed out 
with more pride than Gec Washington, 
Fi President of the United States, who 
made a memorable visit to Andover, No 
vember 5, 1789, and whose 200th birthday is 
ce ited Monday. 

\tter his inauguration, he made a tour of 
the Eastern States. Returning from New 
Hampshire and on his way from Haverhill to 
Le ton he stopped for a brief visit in An 
dover. The following lines are taken from his 
diary of November, 1789, in which he re 
corded a few of his impressions of this visit 


“Well Cultivated Andover” 
“Thursday, 5th. About sunrise I set out, 
crossing the Merrimack river at the town, 
Over to the township of Bradford, and in 
nine miles came to Abbot’s Tavern, in An 
dover, where we breakfasted and met with 
much attention from Mr. Phillips, President 
ol the Senate of Massachusetts, who ac 
companied us through Bellariki (Billerica) to 
Lexington, where I dined, and viewed the 
pot on which the first blood was spilt in the 
dispute with Great Britain on the 19th of 
A 1775.

for the truck which would otherwise be a 
dead loss and an expense in the winter. It 
turns out that while the board was paying 
L cally-owned trucks, manned, of course, and 
supplied with fuel and oil, $5 an hour, it was 
paying the outside truck less than $4 an hour 
for the same. If a local truck had been em 
ployed for that 16 hours, the town would 
have paid $80. [t actually cost the town less 
than $60 for 16 hours on one truck, a saving 
not to be ignored when penny-pinching has 
become an important part of town finance. 
Where Saving Came 

In 1931, this outside plough was used 120 
hous and the town paid for 89 hours. The 
total cost of keeping this truck, including 
storage, fuel and oil, and men, was $6406.58. 
At the rate of $6 an hour, which Andover 
paid for snow removal to private trucks last 
year, 120 hours work would have cost $720 
On one item, thus, the town saved $73.42 
This seems to prove rather definitely that the 
board is doing a wise thing and is saving 
money. For $73.42 is a very practical saving, 
especially in a year when the 
below normal 

That snowstorm two weeks ago cost the 
board $2,049.13. This was for three days 
work (cleaning up after the storm is in 
cluded). Had the storm lasted a few more 
hours, the board would have been helpless to

is living in a ‘fool’s paradise” as far as 
removal is concerned, The town needs, to give 
the people real service, good snow removal 
and preparation for all kinds of emergencies, 
half-a-dozen tractors that can handle any 
depth of snow ; 

There have been a number of complaints 
about snow removal in that last storm. An 
dover did no better and no worse than any 
other city or town in Massachusetts and to 
do a more thorough job would have had to 
spend another $2,000 on removal that week 
end. There isn’t money to do that 


Not Enough Work 


Beyond the fact that this outside plough 
involves a smaller expenditure, because only 
half the number of hours it is used is paid for, 
the board feels that the convenience of having 
it handy is worth something. When a storm 
comes, it has been the practice to go looking 
for trucks and men to remove the snow 
Sometimes, the local truck operators are busy 
with other job 
removal as 


and cannot go on to snow 
soon as requested. The town is 
then fortunate in having its one truck avail 
able for the work and this wouldn't be handy 
unless it had it from the Lawrence concern 


Lately, with the paucity of work for 
trucks, the local owners have been insisting 
that they get all the work in town. This is a 
most natural attitude on their part since 
they are meeting the same business difficulties 
as others. But they are not right, it is be 
lieved, in insisting that the town support 
their trucks for the few extra hours on snow 
removal when it is definitely shown that it is

At any rate, 
while that truck was stalled there for five or 
six hours, waiting for gasoline, it was going to 
cost the town $6 an hour for which it was to 
get back exactly nothing!

For 1932 the board is spending, or 
planning to spend, according to its ne bud 
get, $15,000. The board is going to do its 
best to make that money go a long way, 
tIthough it looks rather difficult. Andover 


| has about 100 miles of road to plough in a 


storm—the same number of miles as Methuen 
has. Methuen spent $38,000 for snow removal 
in 1931 against Andover’s $18,000, both 
having the same length of highways, and 
these figures speak for themselves. 

It is definite that while conditions remain 
as they are, the board is going to save every 
cent it can, and if a Lawrence truck under 
the plan explained above, can save the town 
money, the board will use that truck. 

At the same time, the board expects the 
criticism of those truck owners who want 
every bit of work in snow removal, for they 
naturally want to make as much money as 
they can. In principle, the “bitter war’’ has 
been one between the interests of the tax 
payers and the interests of the individual 
truck owners in Andover. The taxpayers 
have won so far, and it is not reasonable to 
assume that the truck owners will fight over 
this matter any more now that they know 
the facts and figures, of which they were not 
sure before

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A Forty-Hour Freak 

What advantage is there in a forty- 
hour week for the men who are em- 
ployed by the Board of Public Works or 
for the board itself? That is the obvious 
question which arises when one con- 
siders the filing of an article in the town 
warrant to determine that 
forty hours of labor shall be the maxi- 
mum number of hours for one week 

for all labor performed in any 
department under the control of the 
Board of Public Works and the Moth 
and Tree Departments.” 

Superficially, there seems to be some 
advantage in approving such an article. 
It has been drawn up to provide work 
for a greater number of people and as 
well to give work to those unemployed 
who are not now able to get a job from 
the Board of Public Works because the 
men the department hires work 48 
hours. The article intends to convey the 
idea that if the town restricts the 
number of hours a man may work, 
more men can be given employment, 

This a beautiful theory, but it will not 
work out practically. [t might function 
as its sponsors wish it to during times of 
unemployment, when there are more 
men for any job than there are jobs, but 
it is common knowledge in 
that when business conditions are good, 
there is a paucity of men for work such 
as the Board of Public Works offers. 
Were this article passed, in the long 
run the town would find it had an ob- 
nuisance on its hands, for it 
to hire outside labor and

unskilled labor, paying them for forty | 


hours work a week, and certainly not 
receiving the calibre of work it has been 
in the habit of getting from its regular 
employees who know their business. 

Such an article as this, if approved by 
the voters, would lower the standard 
of labor in Andover by forcing the board 
to hire unskilled men. [t would also re- 
duce the incentive of the conscientious 
employees of the department who will 
probably, since they are human, show a 
lessened interest in their work because 
they will know they cannot get over- 
time unless an emergency arises. As far 
as aiding the unemployed, the article 
would do little, for no one can deny that 
the Board of Public Works has already 
done admirable work in relieving con- 
ditions in Andover without the existence 
of such an article.
